ciding on the design and construction 
of their products. Other secrets of 
rapid incclinnfcal action disclosed by 
the cameras are expected to lead to In- 
Industrial and scientific Improvements. 


The smashing of a gla«s vacuum 


bulb by a hanmicr, an action which 
occupies something lefs than MOO of 
a second, Is shown by these cameras In 
about fifty pictures—more than three 
feet of film—which at normal project- 
ing spfed would be run off on the 
screen In between three and four sec- 
onds. This enables scientific study to 
be made of each stage of a process that 
the fastest cameras hitherto devised 
have pictured as Instantaneous. 


The American machine was devel- 


oped by C. Krnnclst Jenkins of Wash-, 
iriglon. 'The HiItlsh.camera Is known 
us Ihe Henpc-Oryli rapid" cinema ma- 
chine.

AUTOMATIC PHONES IN INDIA 


Delhi It Soon to Have Modern Sys- 


tem Despite the Unfavorable 


Climate. 


The government of Imlhi bus deter- 


mined, us part of un ambitious pro- 
•groin of telephone extension und Im- 
provement, to Install n' modern system 
of automatic or 
machine-switching 


equipment in Ihe city of Delhi, the 
capital of the great Imllun empire. 


The climate of Indlu Is hard on 


telephone plants, and jill equipment 
has to be specially prepared to with- 
stand the tropical heat. The Indian 
government does not produce Us own 
telephone exchange apparatus, but or- 
ders It from manufacturers In other 
countries—a substantial portion being 
of American design. 


At present the -Indian government 


telephone system Inclu'dM only about 
13,000 telephones—fewer than there 
are In the city of Davenport, Iowa. 
There 
are" also 
certain 
privately 


owned telephone companies lu India, 
operating about 2-1,000 telephones. In- 
cluding both the government and lie 
corporation systems, however, the em- 
pire of India has only about one leler 
phone to every 10,000 habitants, .as 
compared with over 1,800 telephones 
for every 10,000 people In the United 
States.

The rack lu KIJ-. I ivas designed for 


sir of an niiinteiir cunl, uer's essential 
tools—spiiilo, fork, IIIH-,'rn'ke, trimmer, 
and trowel. - There Is room for mie 
or two additional tools, nnd. of course, 
the rack nmy be extended us much as 
'you want. tig. 2 shows the start of 
the framework. 
Cut. uprights A out 


of 2 by 2 Inch stuff, shoe blocks n out 
of 2 by -1 Inch stuff, connecting strip 
0 out of u 1 by 4 Inch board, by Ihe 
lengths Indicated In rig. 2, nnd nail 
them together as shown. Then make 
up the frames shown In Figs. 3 nnd 4,

Price of the Agricultural department, 
"uuil ijreat prngrent has been made In 
Ihe ciKl mining, grain handling itml 
mllllnir Industries lo reduce the haz- 
ard, lint other Industries are constant- 
ly being added tu Ihe list. Usually, It 
seems, It |3 necessary for a dust ex 
plosion lo occur heforo • precaution* 
are taken, and as a result many of 
the explosions reported are In Indus- 
tries In which this peculiar hazard 
has not heen fully recognized.

substances.

Instances many lives have been loet. 


"In one explosion In an Iii'lustrial 


plant 13 persons were killed. 30 were 
Injured, and the properly nainuec wns 
$3,000.000. Another explosion wrecked 
one of the most modem plants of Its 
kind In Ihe world, killed all the work- 
men and did property damage In ex- 
cess of $-1.000.000. 


Methods of Prevention. 


"The means developed by the gov^ 


eminent Investigators for the preven- 
tion of these explosions consist In 
eliminating sources of Ignition, keep- 
ing the plant as free as possible from 
dust accumulations, and. In certain In- 
dustries by the adoption of special 
equipment for dust collecting and for 
carrying off charges of static elec- 
tricity which otherwise would accu- 
mulate and produce sparks.
